Re- 
mombering the objections urged by 
the Chinese and ondorsed by Sit Rutli 
erford, when pormission was sought for 
small steamors to ply from hunce to the 
silk districts, tho momorinlists have 
touched, also, on tho subject of foreign 
rovedion ‘They only rasceed howover 
in producing n Iamentably fooble at 
moti, high has no special Bensing on 
‘the question, and contains an assertion 
which isnot borne out by experience, 
‘The existing system of Consular pass- 
ports, thoy “urge, suficioaly. provides 
against nny danger from this source ; 
and, “moreover, thero wonld bo no 
object for nny bat known and respon 
ble parties ongaged in trade, in visit. 
ing the interior.”” Wo do not very well 
see why tho systom of Consular pass- 
rts should be more efllcacions at Kiu- 
ang Uinn at Shanghai, whore it noto- 
viously fails to prevent foreign rowdies 
from roaming through the inland wa- 
ors. And tho same motive which 
impels these worthless charactors to 
travel through the canals of Kinngsu, 
would tempt thom into those of Au 
huey—plundor. It is not people who 
travel ou tho steamers, that aro feared ; 
itis the class who croep_ stealthily 
about in native boats, stealing wood 
from one, fowls from another aud

whit possible’ conncetion can oxist 
botwee inland steamers and foreign 
ies. It cannot bo supposed that 
logitimnto traders who employ theso 
steamers, nor tho officers who work 
thom, would afford countenance or pro- 
tection to such men. On the contrary, 
it anay safely be held that rowdies 
crock pirntos would carofally avoid 
tlieir lino of ronte from fear of detec 
ion, Stoamors nro not allowed to ply 
inland from Shanghai ; but rowdyism 
is still unpleasnntly rife. ‘The two fon- 
{ares aro utterly irrespeetivo of each 
other. Thero is no doubt that Chineso 
have suffered sully in property, and 
foreigners in repniation, from the mis- 
deeds of those outcasts’ from socioty. 
ho ovil has, of Inte, greatly di- 
ished undor tho inflaonce of more 
jent police supervision and an ox- 
erciso of sterner justico by the dilfer- 
ent national represontatives. 
On more than ono gronnd, strong 
gpposition will no doubt bo tuised to 
10 concession sought. ‘Tho Chineso 
Government not unnaturally still hesi- 
tates before tho gigantio chango, which 
it well knows tho introduction of stom 
would involve. It knows that permis- 
sion to construct a railway to Soochow, 
or to ran small steamers on the Poyaug 
ako, would servo to whet rather than 
allay the engornoss with which fore 
cigors pross for tho gonoral introduc- 
tio of steam earringo nnd steam ves- 
sels, throughout tho country. And it 
Knows that, if the thin ond of tho wodgo 
bbe ouco inserted, no power of resistanco 
will provont its being—gradually, por- 
haps, but cortainly—driven homo.
